SUMMARY STAFF RECOMMENDATION:

Staff’s recommendation is to grant P.

ZONING AND PEATTING COMMISSTION RECOMMENDATION:
SSUES:

Residents in the area have been concerned about quality of life issues such as crime, code violations
and related problems.

DEPARTMENT COMMENTS:

The site in question is currently an undeveloped tract of land and serves as a drainage easement, The
property is located at the southwestern end of Brownie Drive. The property has been deeded to the
City by a private citizen. The City of Austin Parks and Recreation Department proposes to rezone the
property in question to develop a small public park and playscape to serve surrounding residents.

Numerous City departments, including primarily the Police Department and Solid Waste Services,
have worked with the surrounding neighborhood over the past few years on neighborhood
beautification and quality of life issues in an effort called Operation Restore Hope. No public
parkland exists in close proximity that can be easily accessed by pedestrians.

In 1982, a private deed restriction was drawn up and executed by the developer. The deed restriction
regulates housing types, architectural controls, lot sizes, setbacks, landscaping, and related building
requirements. One condition of the private deed restriction states that the entirety of the subdivision
shall only be used for residential purposes and the property requested to be rezoned is dedicated as a
drainage and public utility casement on the plat.

Staff supports the applicant’s request to rezone the property to P (Public) because the development of
this property as a public park will provide recreational services to the surrounding residential areas
and will be a compatible land use.

The applicant agrees with the staff recommendation.

STAFF RECOMMENDATION

Staff’s recommendation is to grant P.

BASIS FOR RECOMMENDATION

1.

S-u

The proposed zoning should be consistent with the purpose statement of the district sought.

Public (P) district is the designation for a governmental, civic, public service, or public institution
use.

Zoning changes should promote compatibility with adjucent and nearby uses.

‘The P zoning district is compatible and consistent with the surrounding uses because the site is
adjacent to residential uses to north (single-family residences and fourplexes), east (fourplexes).
and west (single-family residences). The property to the south is currently undeveloped but zoned
for multi-family apartments.

The proposed zoning should ullow for a reasonable use of the properiy.

The P zoning district designation will allow the City to develop the property as a public park.
The proposed park will provide recreational facilitics for the surrounding residential arcas.

The proposed zoning should satisfy a real public need and not provide special privilege to the
owner.

No public parkland exists in close proximity that can be easily accessed by pedestrians.
Theretore, staff recommends P zoning so that a small park can be developed for nearby residents.

Zoning should promote clearlv-identified community goals, such as creating emplovment
opportunities or providing for uffordable housing.

Residents in the area have been concerned about quality ot life issues and numerous City
departments have been involved in efforts to address these concerns. Staff recommends P zoning
so0 that the proposed playscape can be built to serve as a public amenity for adjacent residents.

EXISTING CONDITIONS

Site Characteristics

The subject tract is currently undeveloped with a few trees on the southwestern boundary.

Hill Country Roadway

The site is not within a Hill Country Readway Corridor.

Impervious Cover

The site is not located over the Edwards Aquifer Recharge Zone. The site is located in the Lidle
Walnut Creek Watershed of the Colorado River Basin, which is classified as an Urban Waicrshed by
Chapter 25-8 of the City's L.and Development Code. Impervious cover is not limited in this watershed
class.

Environmental

The site is not located over the Edwards Aquifer Recharge Zone. The site is located in the Little
Walnut Creek Watershed of the Colorado River Basin, which is classified as an Urban Watershed by
Chapter 25-8 of the City's Land Development Code. Impervious cover is not limited in this watershed
class. This site is required to provide on-site structural water quality controls (or payment in licu of)
for all development and/or redevelopment when 5,000 s.f. cumulative is exceeded. and detention for
the two-year storm.,

According to [lood plain maps, there is no flood plain within the project area.
At this time, site-specific information is unavailable regarding existing trees and other vegetation,
areas of steep slope, or other environmental features such as bluffs, springs, canyon rimrock. caves,

sinkholes. and wetlands.

Standard landscaping and tree protection will be required in accordance with 1.DC 25-2 and 25-8 for
all development and/or redevelopment.

At this time, no information has been provided as to whether this properly has any pre-existing
approvals which would preempt current water quality or Code requirements.

Transportation

No additional right-of-way is needed at this time.

The trip generation under the requested zoning is estimated to be 2 trips per day, assuming that the
site develops to the maximum intensity allowed under the zoning classification (without consideration

of sethacks, environmental constraints, or other site characteristics).

A traffic impact analysis was not required for this case because the traffic gencrated by the proposcd
zoning does not exceed the threshold of 2,000 vehicle trips per day. [1.DC, 25-6-113]

Water and Wastewater

If the landowner intends to serve the site with City of Austin water and/or wastewater utility service,
the landowner will be responsible for providing the necessary utility improvements, offsite main
cxtension and system upgrades. Also, the utility plan must be reviewed and approved by the Austin
Water Utility. The plan must be in accordance with the City design criteria. The utility construction
must be inspected by the City.

Stermwater Detention
This site is required to provide stormwater controls for the 2, 10, 25, and 100-year storm events based
on the increase in stormwater flows generated. Typically, stormwater detention is handled onsite by

means of ponding but there is a possibility of requesting a waiver to onsite detention if the applicant
demonstrates that the proposcd development will not adversely atfect any downstream properties.

Compatibility Standards

This use, parks and recreation services (general), does not trigger compatibility standards.
